The Emperor Commands a Corps 
and Makes Some Comments. 


Russia Extends the Hand of Friend- 
ship t@ England.

Sept.-19,—[Copyright, 1891, 
by New York « Associated Press. | 
The army maneuvers were concluded 
today with an attack of the Fourth and 
Eleventh Army Corps, commanded by 
Emperor Williamin person, upon the 
enemy under Gen, Wittich. The Empe- 
ror left Muolhaugen yesterday morning 
and proceeded to Volksemoda where he 
assumed command of the Eleventh 
Army Corps, The Fourth Corps quit- 
ting their biveuacs at 4 a.m., joined the 
Eleventh and the united force, march- 
ing in three columns, advanced toward 
Schlolheim. Theoperations ended with 
the repulse of Gen, Wittich’s command 
and its retreat upon Langensalza. 
Later the Emperor started for Wil- 
helmshoehe. 

Military expe are reviewing the 
recent series of army maneuvres by 
Austrian, Bavarian and Russian troops 
and all concur in the opinion that grave 
defects were exhibited by the Austsian 
troops, owing tothe absence of generals 
capable of protecting their movements 
without blundering. Emperor William 
is reported as having told Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph that bis men and officers were 
fitto meet amyenemy that might be 
brought against them, but that his gen- 
erals were wanting in self-reliance as- 
sociated with consciousness of their 
ability to handle their men. The Bava- 
rian and Prussian manuevers disclosed 
less serions defects. 

Last evening the Emperor grouped the 
officers of . hig army ina field near 
Schlolheim and made a brief speech to 
them, in the comrse of which he advised 
thata less rigid system be followed on 
marching, and that freer methods be

that both the Austrian and German 
armies are now fully ready to meet an 
enemy, Emperor Francis Joseph to- 
night issued ce order touching the ma- 
neuvers of the Austrian troops in which 
he commends the discipline and 
efficiency shown by them, and said that 
he was rn the army would fulfil its 
duties alike in peace and war. 

Finding that the English government 
is eagerly disposed to make its position 
in the Dardenelies matter a weapon of 
defense, Russia has suddenly changed 
her diplomatic tactics, M. Neli- 
doff, Russian ambassador at Constanti- 
nople. has informally advised Sir Will- 
iam White, English ambassador to Tur-

cern Russia, and the Russian ambassa- 
dor at Berlin has explained to Chan- 
cellpr von Caprii that Russia disavows 
any special privilege in the passage of

A remarkable inspired article which | 


appeared in the St. Petersburg Norvsti 
yesterday and which was telegraphed. 
here through a seémi-official agency, 
offers,the hand-of friendship to Great 
Brita ‘*The empire of Russia,’’ says 
Norostt, ‘is already too extensive for 
her to desire to add to it by the conquest 
of India. If she is forced to undertake 
the enterprisz at some future date it 
could only be as an act of retaliation for 
hostility shown by Great Britain 
to the Czar’s government in Europe. 

On the other handshould Great Brit- 
ain renounce ai anti-Rissian policy,“ 
she would have nothing to fear from 
Russia as regards India.’’ Norosti con- 
cludes by urging the Salisbury govern- 
ment to enter into a definite agree- 
ment with Russia at the present 
moment when it could be done under 
more favorable circumstances, perhaps, 
than it could at any later juncture. 
The article has given rise to a suspicion 
that the Czar’s government is about to 
attempt to effect a compromise with 
England with a view to detaching her 
from the dreibund. 

The Czar will go to Warsaw in Octo- 
ber, thence to his chateau at Skurni-' 
wie, the scene of the famous meeting of 
the three emperors in 1884. 

Hon. William Walter Phelps, United 
States Minister to Germany, has re- 
sumed his duties at the legation. Mr. 
Phelps had a day's view of the army 
‘Maneuvers, and met Count von Walder- 
see, who congratulated the American 
representative upon the success of his 
efforts to secure the removal of the pro- 
hibition against the importation into 
of American pork, saying: 
‘Tt is entirely due to youn.’’ 

The term of the Austro-German 
treaty of commerce with Italy has been 
fixed at six years, atthe end of which 
the zollverein convention will 
be definitely concluded. Negotia- 
tions will. be resumed with. Spain with 
a view of obtaining the benefits of that 
most-favored-nation clause to extend 
to the Spanish Antilles. 

A scrutiny of the Spanish commercial 
treaty with the United States, it is 
held here, shows that Spain may accord 
the most favorable treatment to other 
nations. 

H. A. P. Carter, for many years 
Hawaiian Minister at Washington, was 
one of the Werra’s passengers to New 
York.

Significance of the. Appraisement of the 
Chilean Steamer. 
WasHinaton, Sept. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The appointment of ap- 
praisers at San Diego, Cal., to appraise 
the Chilean steamer Itata, was madeeso 
as to allow the owners or other persons 
interested, to furnish bond for her ap- 
pearance should the case against her be 
called for trial. : Assent to this course 
was given by Attorney-General Miller. 
The vessel being bonded, her bondsmen 
will be responsible in the amount given 
if the vessel should fail to turn up when, 
the trial begins, and the vessel in 
the meanwhile can be used for 
some purpose instead of being com- 
elled to stay atthe wharf idle, This 
s the rule followed by the courts in ad- } 
miralty cases, except when the vessel 
is seized for violation of neutrality laws, 
when if the’ seized vessel was released 
she could resume the very work she was’ 
seized forattempting todo. All these 
conditions having been passed in the 
case of the Itata owing to the victory of 
the insurgent party in Chile, there 
could not be arly objection to the release

Manager of Gertrude W. Potter a 


The Previous Complicated Marital Rela- 
tions of the Millionaire Heiress— 
Statement of the Bride's 
Family.

Cuicaaco, Sept. 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Another social sensation, 
to which Miss Gertrude W. Potter, 
daughter of O. W. Potter, the million- 
aire president of the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany, isa party, developed this after- 
noon. Atthe residence of her parents 
in the Virginia apartment house today 
she was married to Julius Clarke Dan- 
{els of New York city.” 

The groom is a son of George Daniels, 
general passenger agent of the New 
York Central Railroad. The bride and 
groom left for the East this afternoon. 
The wedding adds another sensation to 
the recent developments concerning 
Miss Potter. Follawing the announce- 
ment of her secret divorce from E. Lee 
Rust, son of a wealthy Eau Claire, (Wis.) 
lumberman, the other day, comes to- 
day’s wedding. The authorized state- 
ment made for the family this after- 
noon, adds a heretofore unknown feature 
to the affair. The statement says: 
‘December 31, 1889, Julius Clark 
Daniels secured a license in Chicago 
under the name of ‘‘Julius Clarke’’ te 
marry Gertrude Whiting Potter, under 
the name of Gertrude White. The 
couple were married first in January 
1890, by Rev, R. A. John, pastor of St. 
Paul’s Church in Chicago. The parties 
continued to live at their respective 
homes. Subsequently, Miss Potter sub- 
mitted to legal counsel the validity of 
her marriage with Daniels, and was ad- 
vised and believed such marriage inval- 
id.

They Failed to Get Rain in esas: but 
Brought Dew. 


Ex Paso (Tex.,) Sept. 19. —Although 
the Government rain-makers kept the 
bombardment up for twenty-four hours, 
no rain has fallen, and at this writing 
even the rain-makers themselves have 
almost abandoned hope. The failure— 


the unfavorable conditions under which 
the experiments were made.

The Deputy 
Sheriff at first seemed inclined to 
show fight, but. finding himself at so 
great a disadvantage inquired what was 
wanted He was seized by half.a dozen 
men i and told to give up the keys to the 
jail.° He refused, when they were 
taken from his pocket and while the 
under sheriff was held the advance 
guard unlocked the cell occupied by 
Ortiz and he was told to get up, that he 
was wanted down town, ‘All right’’ 
replied the culprit. When he was led 
from jail to the iron bridge he was asked 
if he had anything to say; He replied: 
‘T would like a glass of water and a 
priest.’ Hethen gave names and told 
where his relatives resided, and re- 
quested they be written to but not tell- 
ing them the manner of his death.

In 1861, when we began 
really protecting our iron industry, the 
consumption of iron in this country 
was 61.44 pounds percapita, while the 
consumption in Great Britain was 
172.91 per capita. Now, after thirty 
_ years of protection in this country, and 
free. trade in Great Britain, our con- 
sumption amounts to 339 per capita, 
and that of Great Britain to 
_279 per capita. The consumption per 
capita in Great Britain is not as great 
as it was twenty years ago by 9.15 
pounds, while our per capita consump- 
tion increased from 165.58 pounds in 
1871 to 389.23 in 1891. Thus it is 
demonstrated that protection promotes 
Civilization.

The Viticultural Industry—An In- 
justice to Southern Counties. 

A directory of the grape-growers, 
wine makers and distillers of California, 
and ofthe principal grape-growers and 
wine-makers of the Eastern States, com- 
piled by the Board of Viticultural Com- 
missioners, has just been issued from the 
State Printing Office, Sacramento. It 
contains some valuable statistics regard- 
ing this industry and we are thus en- 
abled in a measure to gauge the relative 
viticultural importance of each county 
in the State. Unfortunately, the re- 
turns from Los Angeles and San Bernar- 
dino counties are only partial. But, 
taking the list as we find it, the grape 
growing counties of the State in the 
order of their importance are repre- 
sented as follows:

Of this grand total, 90,228 acres are 
reported in wine grapes, 98004 acres 
inetable grapes and 68,837}4 acres in 
raisin grapes. 

Sonoma county takes the lead in wine 
grapes, with 22,351 acres, while she 
has only 332 acres in table grapes and 
nonein raisins. In wine grapes Napa 
comes secpnd, Santa.Clara third, Ala- 
meda fourth, Fresno fifth, Los Angeles 


sixth, Tehama seventh. Sacramento | 
| eighth, Cogtra Costa ninth and so on. 


In table‘grapes, Placer heads off with 
1481 acres; then comes Solano, 1167: 
Sacramento. 1164; Santa Clara, 1126; 
Yolo, 1000; Coleen, 975. etc, 

Los Angeles reports only 40 acres in 


‘table grapes (a notorious discrepancy 


from actual facts,) while San Diego 
claims the same acreage, San Bernar- 
dino and Orange none at all (ridiculous 
omissions.) 

In raisin grapes Fresno heads the list 
by great odds with an acreage of 
43,926; Tulare second, with 9849 
acres; San Diego third, with 4455 
acres; San Bernardino fourth, with 
2591 acres; Merced fifth, with 1421

Take a man from the 
commencement stage and prepare him 
for his business. Let there be’ 
aschool for every enlightened work. 
Let each have its staff of teachers and 
its term of years. A university then 
would be a great manufacturer of work- 
ing people, lawyers, preachers or pro- 
fessors—a school of professors for each 
of the college branches. Every 
brick in the wall would be looking to 
that highest culture, the pushing of a 
man‘along toward an actual issuance 
upon the field of his business mainten- 
ance by the labor of his life.’ 

Mr, Miller has undoubtedly outlined 
or forecast the spiritof the age in 
higher education: As.the world ad- 
vances there will be less and less super- 
ficial culture and more technical educa- 
tion and. training. The necessities of 
practical life demand this,—a life which 
ushers every new recruit upona battle- 
field, where each one. must fight and 
fight hard for what he gets, be it a mere 
ignoble .subsistence or wealth, honor 
and position. What the world needs is 
trained soldiers for this conflict and, 
other things being equal, the best-trained 
and the best-equipped: are the ones who 
will come out victors.

Bug-killing by Daylight. 

There is good news for orange-grow- 
ers ina note received by ex-Horticul- 
tural Commissioner Kercheval from Joel 
B. Parker, a well-known fruit farmer 
who resides at Villa Park,, Orange 
county. Mr. Parker ihtimates that he 
has discovered a successful method of 
fumigating orange trees with hydro- 
cyanic acid gas during the day time for 
the destruction of “scale bugs. _It will 
be remembered that the patent ‘claimed 
‘by Santa Ana parties,-over which there |.

usé of hydrocyanic aeid gas at night, and

time destroying the bugs, he proposes

(I..T.,) Sept. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The ‘excitement 
grows hourly greater among the people 
who will make the race for homes-on 
Indian lands next Tuesday. There are 
several causes for the, excitement, the 
chief among them being the large num- 
ber of negroes, who have gathered by 
the hundreds at Langston, the Oklahoma 
negro colony, and, who intend to move 
en masse upon Cimmarron Valley, fhe 
best, perhaps, of all the new lands, and 
settle there, to the exclusion of all other 
settlers. Many white settlers—among 
them being numbers of desperate and 
unscrupulous cowboys—object to the 
negroes’ plans, ahd will take desperate 
chances to preempt choice claims in the 
very face of the negro hosts. The most 
desperate say they will oppose by force 
the wholesale settlement of negroes in 
the valley. Cooler heads, however, 
know that the race will be tothe swift, 
no matter what his color. If the negroes 
get there first the land is theirs. Ifthe 


must look elsewhere for claims. 

Another cause for excitement is the 
hatred of the Indians for the negro. 
The Sacsand Foxes claim their lands 
were sold to the Government under> the 
distinct agreement.that;tley. were to 
be opened to; white settlement. Cim- 
‘marron Valley includes a,portion of their 
lands, and between the hostile Indians 
and desperate cowboys the negro is 
having an exciting time of it. 

Still another cause for excitement is 
the uncertainty as.to just what lands 
may be claimed by the ordinary settler. 

The settler may have a successful 
race for a certain section of land, and 
may claim it, but when he goes to the 
land office to file his claim he may find 
he has claimed an Indian’s allotment or 


an old soldier’s preemption. 


The land office here is’ besieged by 
veterans or their representatives. Th 
have formed a long line, which stretches 
from the door three or four squares. In 
the line are several old.,soldiers, and 
many speculators who haye purchased 
for a trifling sum the declaratory state- 
ments of soldiers and who sell them to 
the highest bidder. Others have taken

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President Manvel of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road arrived in 
San Francisco yesterday, where he will 
remain till Monday, and then, with 
General Passenger Agent Bissell, will 
come to Los Angeles. Mr. Manvel, 
after visiting San Diego and other points 
on the lines, will goeast over the Santa 
Fe and Mexican lines. visit has 
no significance whatever,’’ he said to 
a correspondent. “I try to make the 
trip twice a year over the system, not 
only to consider the business outlook, 
but to examine the physical condition 
of the system. This is my present pur- 
pose. The general condition of the Santa 
Fe’s business is fairly good, although not 
‘what we might wish. Our California 
business is good, but we could do more if 
we could get it to do. Our Southern 
California branches are in a growin 
country, and we consider them go 
property, although business during the 
year has not been all we could wish. 
Floods and ‘rains have troubled us and 
made heavy losses. We have been put- 
ting lines in the best possible shape to 
prevent damage by floods. I speak of. 
Southern California especially, because 
lines there are directly tributary to our 
main system. There is no construction 
whatever being done by the Santa Fe 
at present at any point. It is not a 
good time for building roads, as the 
condition of the money market makes 
it dificult to dispose of bonds.’’

Some Peculiar Phases of His Re- 
| markable Character. 


His Broad-gauge Methods of Rail- 
way Management. 


Some Illustrations of the Softer Side 
Of His Nature. 


Unsuccessful Search for a Man to Manage 
His Charitable Work—How He 
Dees it Himself—Hart by | 
His Special.” 


Mr. C. P. Huntington has given 
the public a view ‘of.his literery 
ability by ‘the publication of “a 
plea for railway consolidation,” 
inthe North American Review. For 


'_™Many years he has been known as 


an expert letter-writer, and long ago it 
was developed that even his most con- 
fidential letters were written for the 
public; in other words he was always 
speaking tothe galleries, Little as it 
has been known, Mr. Huntington is a 
manwho does not believe that there 
are any secrets. Not that he bjazons 
his business before the public, but that 
all of his actions are governed by the 
idea that sooner or later they will be 
known to the world. But. when he 


_ makes an argument in favor of any 


project, hedeals with the subject just 
as he talks in. maaing a trade— 
presents all of the good points 
on the side for which he is con- 
tending, leaving the bad ones to be 
discovered by his opponents. He sel- 
dom tells too much on the side he favors, 
and when he finds talk a necessity, al- 
ways has a story with which to embel- 
ish his idea, leaving his hearers to make 
the application. 

Viewed fromevery possible point of 
observation, it can be said of Mr. Hun- 
tington, that he is the most remarkable 
character which the last half of this 
century has produced in this country. 
The old adage ‘‘that the rich despise 
those that flatter too much and hate 
those that do not flatter at all,’’ does 
not apply tohim. The flatterer of any 
degree at once arouses his suspicion, 
and he asks himself, ‘“‘What does this 
person want.’’ He is purely a practi- 
cal man of business, and no man gains 
favor with him My merely endorsing his 
ideas, or by telling him what a great 
man he is. And it is remarkable 
how quickly he can abandon his 
own ideas for those which 
appeal to his experience as being better 
than those which he had advocated. In 
this respect he is like unto a sponge. 
When he comes in contact.with a man 
whose abilities he respects, he has the 


~ faculty ef provoking an-argument, and 


in ashort time he has the best thoughts 
of his adversary. ; 

His greatest weakness seems to be 
his desire to be known only asa success- 
ful manof business. And this weakness 
hides from the public all of the softer 
and better qualities of his nature. He 
seems to want to be known as an un- 
swerving, persistent and unrelenting 
character, no matter what may be the 
subject in hand, and yet he is—as all 
men are who have a weakness—exactly 
the opposite. 

As a bnilder of railways he seems to 
have always been governed by the one 
practical idea: ‘How much debt can 
this carry .and live?” He 
does not build railways with the sole 
object of wrecking them by over- 
charges in construction, as is the gen- 
eral rule, but iscontent with the larg- 
est possible profit consistent with 
the future life of the prop- 
erty, because he knows that -if 
aliving margin is left between 
the debts of construction and the reve- 
nues of the property, in time the stock 
will have a value five or six times 
greater than any wrecking profit in 
building would give him. He has not 
always found the happy medium in this 
direction, but the percentage of his 
has been so small that 
his judgment can be regarded as 
wonderful indeed. And this principle 
is the one he applies in the operation of 
his properties. He charges all that the 
traffic will bear. But in doingthis he 
certainly causes the exercise of very 
fine discrimination, for it must be ad- 
mitted by all candid observers that his 
properties onthe Pacific Coast have 
built up—though slowly, almost every 


lic are benefited. Competition and the 
consequent rednction in rates have, 
with his properties, kept pace with the 
increase of business. In ten years the 
increase of business has been enormous, 
but the decrease in rates has kept the 
net reyenues at about the same figure, 
until now the danger point seems to 
heve been passed, and hereafter an in- 
vestment of 75 cents will earn an in- 
terest upon $1. ; 

But the business side of Mr. Hunting- 
ton’s character is not the one of which 
I would write. I prefer the softer side 
of his nature, which he tries to hide uu- 
der the mistaken belief that no success- 
ful general in war or commerce should 
be known as having any gentle qual- 
ities. 

Over a year ago I went into his office 
in New York and found him busy with 
mail which had accumulated during an 
absence of two weeks, Before him was 
a batch of letters marked personal, 
which he seemed to be reading with 
great care. Assoonas Iwas seated he 
said: 

“J wish I could get a first-class man to 


' take charge of what little charity busi- 


ness I have, as that would relieve me of 
my most difficult, and to myself, most 
unsatisfactory work. I mean unsatis- 
factory because Iam never quite cer- 
tain that what I dois just what should 
be done. I find myself influenced by 
impulse rather than judgment.”’ 

“T think I could fill such an office sat- 
isfactorily.’’ I said, ‘‘if the salary is das 
too small. 

“Very well, let me give you a trial. 


“What would you doin that case?’’. and 


he handed me a letter.

During this delay Mr. Huntington and 


his wife were busy arranging for the- 


future care of the girl. It was learned 
that she was the breadwinner for 
several younger children and an invalid 
mother. Mrs. Huntingtan took chargé 
of the matter of caring for the helpless, 
while her husband devoted himself to 
the wounded girl. All bills of every 
kind were to be sent him, and noexpense 
was to be spared in any direction. The 


girl died from the effects of her injuries. 


and the bills were all paid by Mr. Hunt- 
ington. He then arranged a plan by 
which the younger children were to be 
educated ina reasonable way, but which 
in the end would have cost him about 
$10,000. -On the day _ that 
his agent reached the little Missouri 
town to settle the matter, the mother, 
(at the instance of a local lawyer,) in- 
stituted suit against the Santa Fe Rail- 
way for damages. The fact was wired 
to Mr. Huntington, who at once di- 
rected that the funds sent out be turned 
over to President Manvel and used, if 
necessary, in defending the suit, but if 
legal proceedings were stopped, the 
original plan should be carried out. 

Of this whole affair, beyond the acci- 
dent, no mention was ever made in the 
papers, because Mr, Huntington did 
not wish it.

He 
once said to me: ‘‘The rich man should 
invest his money in productive enter- 
prises which willemploy labor. If I 
give a man $1000 he becomes an 
object ofcharity.

No doubt the people read 
them or the publishers: would not be 
found toprint. Perhaps you have heard 
of ‘‘Old Sleuth,’”’.and you may be inter- 
ested to learn that his name was Halsey, 
that he cleared for along time $15,000 
a year by the sale of his‘*‘penny dread- 
fuls,’’ and yet no one has seen his name 
mentioned in the solemn articles on 
“the literary movement,’ or in the 
learned debate on ‘‘realism and ideal- 
ism in fiction.’”’” He made more mone 
than any American novelist that lived, 
and in a business sense, he should have 
credit as the writer of the Great Amer- 
ican Novel. 


The reading public is not critical. 
They will swallow almost anything, If 
John L, Sullivan were to write a book 
about his ‘‘mudder’’ he would have as 
many readers as Robert Louis Steven- 
sou. A larger public knows him than 
that which follows Stevenson, cand, in- 
deed, I find in a literary item published 
in a Kansas paper a curious and inter- 
esting confusion between these great 
men. It says that Robert Louis Sulli- 
van, the author of ‘*Dr. Jekill and Mr. 
Hide,’’ has gone on a _ three-months’ 
cruise among the South Sea Islands. 


I confess toa sneaking kindness for 
the literature of felony. There is this 
in commonin the work of Stevenson 
and that of ‘‘Old Sleuth”’ let us say, that 
both are instinct with life and action. 
It is the first condition of such literature 
that it keeps a move on all the time, 
and the only advantage that Stevenson 
has lies in his style. I quote: 

‘‘Now is my time for revenge,”’ muttered 
the villain. ‘At last, Iron Bound Ed, you 
areinmy prwer. You think me safe in 
Sing Sing, but, ha, ha! lam on earth once 
more. You dead, then once again will 
Douglas Blanchard. that weak oid man, be 
in my wer. You out of the way, his 
wealth and daughter shall be mine. Die, 
then, like a dog, you pig-faced pup,"’ and he 
raises a long, keenknife. But he hesitates. 
“The knife would leave atrace, the telegram 
Isent to Blanchard would beaclew. No, 
there is a betterand more deadly way,’ and 
he turns noiselessly around and blows out, 

An hour afterward Iron Bound Ed awoke 
to find he was unconscious. With a super- 
human effort he dragged his insensible 
body to the door.

A crash! and the frajl pine door shivered 
and fell, and Ed Mortimer stood tremblin 
in the hall, while the deadly vapor pour 
through the broken door from the death 
chamber.

Private ad- 
vices have been received from London 
tothe effect that the old board of di- 
rectors will shortly be removed and a 
new board elected by the English stock- 
holders. In that event Col.E. N. Robin- 
son, it is believed, will be reinstated as 
general manager, a. broadgauge policy 
adopted, and the property developed on 
a scale commensurate with its great 
latent natural possibilities and values. 
The resident managers, Messrs. Harris 
and Stephens, already begin to realize 
the fact that the ore of the mine can- 
not be reduced and concentrated with- 
out a sufficient water supply.and thatCol. 
Robinson's policy was the proper course 
to pursue in order to systematically de- 
velop and work this vast estate. Col. 
Robinson had devoted the better portion 
of his life to this object. He madeit a 


study and formulated a plan of develop- 


ment. On his return from Europe. 
after the consummation of the 
sale and the formation of the com- 
pany known as the San Ja- 


cinto Estate (Limited,) he proceeded 
tohandle the property in accordance 
with the plan submitted to its English 
purchasers. Thisrequired large sums 
of money; the working capital became 
exhausted; more money was required; 
the directors, representing the stock- 


holders, became alarmed and summoned 


Robinson to the front. They did not 
realize the fact that, to properly open 
and develop a property of this magnitude 
comprising 48,000 acres of mineral 
and agricultural land, the working capi- 
tal was not sufficient.

Manager Robinson’s policy was to 
first develop the twenty-nine mines by 
an adit level, cross-cutting them, and 
then he would have an abundant ore 
supply for a large plant supplied by wa- 
ter power below the dam; while 
the surplus water could be _ sold 
for a large sum to _ irrigationists; 
the water itself proving a somrce of 
Capt. Har- 


ris, however, now 


proposes utilizing the dam which has 
been so much talked of as an ‘‘unnecces- 
sary expenditure,’’ thereby vindicating 
Col. Robinson, at least to that extent.

It 
is simply a perverted existence, reach- 
ing out after false ends and hedged in by 
wrong environments. :

and enters upon what appears to his 
astonished eyes the parched and death- 
stricken remains of some ancient 
world. As he came through the broad, 
rolling pass, upon his right towered San 
Gorgonio Peak. a huge unbroken mass, 
10,500 feet in height, the great trees 
up its rugged sides dwindling to mere 
shrubs. Upon the left, forming the 
other wall of the pass. pine-clad San 


in outline, reaches an altitude of 11,- 
500 feet. But leaving now the moun- 
tain behind, he descends into what seems 
the scorched, blasted bed of some old 
cyclopean furnace, a wreck of the days 
when ‘there were giants in the land.’’ 
San Gorgonio and San Bernar- 
dino on this side have lost 
their pines, and brown, barren and des- 
olate frown down upon yet greater des- 
olation. Upon the west. as far as the 
eye can reach, stretch the Sierras‘in an 
unending linea forbidding, rugged 
wall. At the north, a spur from this 
main chain turns off eastward, and then 
cirving around bears to the south, par- 
allel to the Sierras, making another 
abrupt wall, which at last drops down 
and is lost near Fort Yuma. Enclo: 


by these mountains. open? only toward Sp 


the south. where, 200 miles away, it 
faces out upon the waters of the Gulf 
of California, is the Colorado Desert. 
From its upper end the eve lifts mile 
after mile toward the southeast over 
the broad expanse—no trees, no hills, no 
water, no life. Only the glare of the 
never-ending sand, the deceptive mi- 
rage andthe silene@ of death. Here 
and there a lone whiftwittt-rears its 
stately column of sand hundreds of feet 
in the heated air and travels slowly on 
for hours. At times fire blasts of 


the fine sand in clouds that obscure the 
sun and giving to the sky a dull-red 
glare. These are the. dreaded sdant- 
storms of the desert. 

What is the Colorado Desert? In the 
spring of 18671 crossed its upper end 
with troops, on the road to La Paz. I 
found the sand white with innumerable 
sea shells, some minute, some fragile, 
such as are only found in sheltered arms 
of the sea, Formiles and miles I traced 
with the eye strange, well-defined 
line along the mountain sides, alWays 
at the same level. It was as undeviat- 
ing as the chalk line of a carpenter's 
marking twine: Riding out to it, I 
found it to be the old beachofa sea. 
The rocks were worn and rounded up to 
that level, as by the constant washing of 
water, with coarse coral formations in 
their crevices and upon their under 
sides. Above that line the rocks were 
sharp and jagged. The worn rocks 
showed that for ages the water had 
stood at that level. No other beach 
coufd be discovered. The water conse- 
quently, when it abandoned that level, 
must steadily have diminished until it 
disappeared. The surveying party of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, in run- 
ning the line to Fort Yuma, struck the 
present sea level the moment their in- 
struments reached this ancient beach. 
Farther south they gradually descended 


until a depression of 215 feet below the+-. 


sea was found. The great basin of the 
desert, the chief engineer, Mr. Phelps, | 
estimated to be at least 350 feet below 
the level of the sea. The whole area 
now below the sea level is supposed to 
be about 83.900 square miles—130 miles 
in length by 30 miles average width. 
The inquiry naturally arises, ‘‘At 
what point has_this.desert been con- 
nected with the sea, and how has it 
been shut off?’’ 
Surrounded upon every side by moun- 
tains. except in one direction, and there 
opening out upon the head of the Gulf 
California, the answer is plain. The 
desert is a portion of the old gulf, which 
then extended 200 miles above its pres- 
ent limit. Its head waters then were 
immediately back of San Bernardino, 
with only the mountains intervening. 
the cause of the separation of the upper 
-end of that gulf, making what is now 
the Colorado Desert, isso apparent that 
& moment’s examination reveals it. 
Thesame agency is still at work con- 
stanthy widening the space between the 
gulf and the desert. Here. nearly 150 
miles from the head of the ancient gulf, 
came in from the east side the Colorado 
River, bearing in itsthick floods, quick- 
sand, and the red mud from the great 
plateaus of northern Arizona, which 
gives the river itscolor and its name.

Among the many shells which 
whiten the sands of the desert, I found | 
numbers of a thin, fragile bivalve.about 
one and one-half inches in length by an 
inch in width, the shell scarcely thicker. 
than half a dozen sheets of  ordi- 
Bary note paper, closely pressed. 
These shelis are drifted about 
in the restless winds, beaten 
upon by raging sand-storms, scoured’ 
and worn by the constant attrition of 
the sharp grains—and yet they may be 
gathered in great numbers, unbroken, 
perfect in outline, only scratched and 
scored, and evidently very rapidly 
crumbling. How long could these shells 
withstand this constant wear’? Not 
possibly more than a few centuries: 
probably not more than two or three. 
The rate of formation of the alluvial de- 
posit at the mouth of the Colorado 
might also be readily computed, al- 
though the data here are not sufficient 
for accurate computation. That | 
now very rapid, the mud-laden current | 
ofthe river and the rolling quicksand | 
of its bed sufficiently testify.

That the tila could then 
have entered the gulf by a sep- 
arate channel, the contour of the 


country hardly admits as a_ possibility. 
The constant drift of sand from the 
desert, carried by the prevailing west 
wind, has still further helped to widen 
the beltof low country. Within the 
last twenty years the sand is said to 
have encroached upon the river bottom 
more than a mile. 

Two other facts, remains of former 
vegetation, and relics of dead races, 
incidentally bear testimony upon the 
same question, of time elapsed, and 
point to the same conclusion. These 
will be discussed under another head- 
ing, viz: the climatic changes which 
would naturally result in the surround- 
ing territory as a consequence of the 
drving up of this portion of the gulf. 
That such a change has taken place in 
the climate of Western Arizona and 
Southern California, and within a com- 
paratively recent period seems positive. 
It is a transformation within a histor- 
ical rather than a geological era. 

In western Arizona are traces of an 
ancient population, much more dense, 
much more highly civilized, than that 
w inhabiting the country—a people 
ienUy tilling the soil and living upon 
its fruits. Among these remains are the 
ruins of cities, once large and populous; 
canals for extensive systems of irriga- 
tion; fragments of pottery so numerous 
that in places the ground seems almost 
paved with them. It would hardly have 
been possible for that population to sub- 
sist with the present arid state of the 
country. These remains are many of 
them perishable, and can scarcely date 
back more than a few centuries. The 
records of the Spanish explorations in 
the sixteenth century show that even’ 
then the population was much more 
dense than now, 

Take another cupious, fact. Men who 
have rambled much in thesé now desert 
mountains and plains, report that they 
have found the remains of old forests, 
still in a passable state of preservation, 
where all is now parched and dry; per- 
ished,evidently, through lack of moist- 
ure. How long a time would elapse 
after the death ofthe forests before all 
traces of them would be obliterated? 
Even in that dry climate not more than 
a very few centuries. It isa natural in- 
quiry, whether there is evidence of any 
great aiteration in the general contour 
of the country to account for this re- 
cent climatic transformation. The 
shores of the gulf show that for thous- 
ands of years there has been no exten- 
sive upheaval. The mountain chains of 
Arizona bear no appearance of recent 
convulsions. Living and_ scouting 
among them for months, the one deep 
impress which they gave was of age— 
drear old age. Brown and bare, wash- 
ed and gullied by the storms of 
parched with fierce heats 
and beaten upon by burning 
winds, they secemed skeleton 
frame of a world long worn out and for- 
gotten—borne down with the burden of | 
years, wearily waiting the end. Itis a 
I have traversed can- 
yons where the solid mountain had by a 
mighty power been cleft asunder and

their own. height—a world shudder, 
frozen in the moment of fright—a cold, 
stony horrer. That was ages and ages 
ago. Singe. then the water has filled ig 
the bottgm of these canyons with the 
wash and’ debris of centuries; worn 
channels in the solid rock, that tell of 
long quiet and rest, One thing shows 
the great length of time which must 
have elapsed sincd these widespread 
convulsions. I frequently saw, while | 
scouting in the mountains, huge _ boul- 
ders balanced upon slight pinnacles of 
rock, in such positions that the least 
shock would have displaced them. They 
had evidently been so left by the grad- 
ual decomposition and disintegration of 
the softer stone around. 


Do not forget these two facts: 
The still existing traces of a 
dense population—traces which the 


lapse of a very few centuries would 
obliterate entirely; and the remains of 
old forests, perished evidently through 
lack of moisture—remains which would 
also have been undistinguishable in a 
very limited time. Recall that other 
fact already given. the existence in a 
good state of preservation of countless 


of the Colorado Desert; shells which 
the scouring of the ever-shifting sands 
and the bleaching of the sun would 
necessarily destroy within a like limited 
time. Weigh also the evidence of rapid 
change at the head of the gulf within 
an even more recent period, as shown 
by that old Spanish map. Take also 
for what it is wortha tradition which 
exists among the Indians of the lower 
Colorado, that formerly the river ran 
much more to the west, and that they 


merous springs,"and streams of water. 
It is not probable that western Arizona, 
the Mojave Desert, and the mountains 
surrounding the Colorado Desert, were 
ever sufficiently well watered for any 
general system of agriculture, but it is 
probable that there was enough moist- 
ure to supply forests. where none now 
exist, to feed innumerable streams for 
irrigation where now the channels are 
dry, except after an occasional storm, 
and to support an annual growth of 
grass for grazing where now are barren 
wastes. 

Could the Colorado Desert be again 
filled with water? It is an interesting 
question. From the Gulf of California 
it is probably an impossibility. The 
gradual silting up of the old gulf bed at 
-the mouth of the river, and the drift of 
sand by the wind, have interposed a 
barrier too extensive to be easily re- 
moved. By turning the Colorado River 
into the desert it might be accom- 
plished. The project has for years been 
discussed, of taking enough water from 
the river to irrigate a stretch of fertile 
land, alluvial deposit, found at the 
southern end of the desert; but the idea 
of going further than this, of diverting 
the river into the desert and forming a 
large fresh water lake, seems never to 
have been broached. Nature, unas- 
sisted, is now attempting this. The 
drift of sand, through the prevailing 
western wind, is from the desert to- 
ward the east. This drift has kept the 
river walled in upon the east side of 
the valley, and has apparently con- 
stantly forced it farther in that direc- 
tion. The river, however, with its im- 
mense alluvial deposit, is unceasingly 
at work filling up its bed and rising 
higher above the level of the desert, 
whicha few miles away forms an in- 
clined plane with a rapid descent from 
the river. 

Within the last twenty years the 
water, owing no doubt to the fact that 
the rise in the bed of the river is be- 
coming more rapid thanthe rise of its 
western bank, has commenced during 
each flood season to escape over the 
brim and run back into the desert. The

‘has no definite channel, but aftera 
few miles follows a well-marked river- 
bed. In the summer of 18681 crossed 
this stream some sixty miles from the 
point where it leaves the Colorado. It 
was there a stream 100 yards wide, 
witha depth that would average four 
feet anda strong flood current. The 
stream is said to be yearly growing 
larger. If left to! itself, probably a 
large portion of the flood of the Color- 
ado would eventually be diverted from 
the guif to the desert. The descent is 
much more rapid than down the present 
course of the river to its mouth. The 


a 


reason  the_~ diversion is 
not more rapid is, no doubt, 
the fact before given, that ‘‘New 


River,’’ as the stream is called, has for 
the first few miles of its course, after 
leaving the main river, no definite 
channel. Ifa channel were cleared out 
for that short distance, the current 
would soon enlarge it and make it per- 
matient. The difference between a 
and low water mark in the lower Colo- 
rado is not more than fifteen feet. The 


‘fact that this small rise is sufiicient to 


turn its waters into the desert, shows 
how slight would be the difficulty in di- 


| verting the current permanently. The 
difficulty is even less than this would 
indicate, for New River commences to 
run.long before, and continnes long after 
the high water mark has been reached. 


The evaporation from the surface ofthe 
lake thus made would be so great that 
the Colorado would hardly refill the old 


. basin; -yet even now. at the flood season 
shallow lake is'formed many miles in 


extent, but quickly dries up. 

The climatic effect of thus even 
partly refilling this portion of the an- 
cient gulf with water, becomes an inter- 
esting problem,, The Colorado Desert 
is now a serious disturbing element in 
the climate of Southern California. It 


‘is a huge furnace, from which withering: 


blasts make forays upon more favored 
territories around. ‘One personal remi- 
niscence will show the intensity of its 
heat. When accompanying. troops 
from Wilmington, Cal., to North- 
ern Arizona, in the spring of 1867, I 
had two men sunstruck the 10th of 
March, in traveling a distance of only 
seven miles across the upper end of the 
desert. These occasional, hot winds 
are but the smallest of the evils to 
which it gives birth. Any one who has 
resided a few years in the Los Angeles 


and San Bernardino Valleys cannot’ 


have failed to notice an@ execrate the 
baffling west wind that so often breaks 
up the storm current from which re- 


freshing. rain is hoped. A southeaster 


sets .in, blows for several days, 
clouds gather loweringly upon the 
mountains and the parched earth waits 
for the cooling shower. But sud- 
denly the storm. drift checks, 
the west wind comes rushing in, there 
is an angry commotion in the upper air, 
and the clouds, baffied and beaten, are 
driven back, carrying with them their 
precious moisture through the mountain 
passes to the interior. This especially 
happens in the evening, the time for the

The drying up of the desert, dnd the 
apparently contemporaneous change of 
climaté—a very remarkable coinci- 
dence! Wasit more? Inthe light of 
the foregoing facts, inthe absence of 
any other apparent cause for that’ 
change—nay, with positive proof from 
the geological formation and togograph- 
ical features of the country, that no 
other cause could have existed—shall it 
be called more than a coincidence? 
Cause and effect? 


What would bethe logical result of 
the transformation of so lorge a portion 
of the ancient gulfinto dryland? An 
area 180 miles in length, by an average 
of at least 30 miles in width, has ceased 
to be covered by water, and has become 
a parched, heated desert. The yearly 
evaporation inthe Bay of Bengal, as 
shown by the published proceedings of 


more than sixteen feet. 
tion of the gulf, which 
rounded by high mountains, 
ing the sun from their bare sides, 
shut off from the cool winds of the 
ocean, its waters’ shallow and easily 
heated, must have been a steaming 
caldron, keeping the air currents above 
constantly saturated with moisture. 
This evaporation, however, estimated at 
the rate before given, would be enough, 
is ali recondensed and precipitated, to 
supply twelve inches of rain to 86,400 
square miles--more than double the 
area of the State of Ohio. Again, 
that evaporation involves the rendering 
ofa vast amount of active heat - latent. 
This would lower th€ temperature of 
all the adjacentterritory. Fort Yuma, 
at the south end of the desert, upon the 
Colorado River, has for days ata time 
atemperature of 120 degrees. When 
the desert was covered by the sea, the 
heat must have been lower by a num- 
ber of degrees. This lowering of 
temperature alone,' apart. from 
“any increase of moisture in the 
air, would -add to the rainfall 
increasing the condensation of

vapor already brought by the rain cur- 
rents from farther south. The aug- 
mented dampness of the atmosphere, 
and the consequent fall of tempera- 
ture, Would have another effect. “Such 
rain as had fallen over the adjacent 
country would be less quickly dried up, 


thus giving a moister soil and more nu- 


full strength of the sea breeze, and so 
repeatedly that the plaintive remark is 
often heard, ‘If only our rain current 
will continue until the turn of the even- 
ing, we shall escape the west 
wind, .and then we are. certain 
of another day’s rain.’’ What is the 
cause of this interruption? Simply this: 
Back of those mountains is the desert. 
All day it is heating up with the sun. 
When afternoon comes it is probably 40 
degrees hotter than the ocean in the 
west. Thenthecold sea air rushes in 
through every break in the mountain 
chain to take the place of this rarified 
atmosphere, forcing back with it the 
clouds, whose moisture is quickly dissi- 
pated by the scorching breath of the 
sands. So constant and powerful .is 
this wind current that the trees in the 
San Gorgonio Pass are all blown from 
the perpendicular and slant toward 
the east. 

The same warring of windsis seen 
again in the months of July and August. 
Los Angeles, San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties are really within the cir- 
cuit of the Sonorasummer rains. Again 
comes the southeast wind, but more gen- 
tly thanin winter. Now it seems to fol- 
low rather upthe course of the gulf, 
and from there passes over westward. 
Again the clouds gather upon the moun- 
tain tops. Light showers fall, even 
heavy rains in the San Bernardino 
mountains. Thunder and _ lightning 
are frequent. But the disturbing 
influence of the Colorado Desert 
again makes itself felt. In winter 
it was hot. Now it is a fiery furnace. 
It glows and wavers with ever-in- 
creasing heat; without water; without 
life. Day knows no. respite; night 
brings no freshness—120 degrees, 
even 180 -degrees are recorded. The 
rains have traveled up the gulf. They 
have refreshed Sonora and Lower Cali- 
fornia. Arizona has grown green. 
They have followed the Colorado River 
far to the north. They have even 
turned the upper end of the Colorado 
Desert and sent occasional fioods upon 
the higher and cooler Mojave Desert, 
and in the mountains about Tehachepi. 
They have gone “to the south 
of the great, , fertile plains 
of Los Angeles and San Bernardino; 
they have skirted the western edge of 
Arizona, back of them; they have 
doubled around; and spent their

Could that desert be refilled with 
water—converted from dry, hot sand to 
an inland lake—the very heat which is 
reflected from the bare motntain sides 
around would be a power for good in- 
stead of evil. The constant evapora-. 
tion would rendeér heat latent which is 
now active, thus lowering the annual 
temperature very perceptibly. This 
lowering temperature. alone, even 
if unaccompanied by an..increase 
moisture in the air, would give a greater 
rainfall by the more Pe bck condensa- 

t the evapo- 

ration from the surface: of the lake 
would materially atgment{the supply 
of vapor in» the ‘rain ,.gurrents, ‘thus 
acting in a double manner—a decrease 
of temperature, and “an increase of 
moisture for precipjtation,’ , These rain 
currents would also meet, with less diffi- 
culty in making their wayragainst the. 
ocean winds—as these .avinds, caused 
largely by the heat of the desert, would 
be less vioient, and would,,.therefore, 
with more cértainty and xegularity de- 
posit their supply of moisture over the 
plains of Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and San Diego.

The following excellent paper was 
written by a servant girl who is now 
living in Los Angeles, and who left it 
at Tue Times office. It was originally 
published in the Chicago Inter Ocean 
and is a plain, straightforward state- 
ment of a servant girl’s views~of the 
relations that should exist between the 
mistress and her servant. It is well to 
look at this question upon all sides, and 
then perhaps we may find a solution of 
the problem which troubles us. Let us 
read what this girl has to say: 


To pick up the gauntlet thrown down 
times innumerable by our social superiors 
seems to be the duty of some one of us. 
The facts in the “servant girl question” 
have been fully canvassed from the point 
of view of ‘‘abused ladies of leisure,”’ but 
so far asI know none of our own number 
has taken up the culgel in behalf of the 
‘‘omnipotent servant girl.” 

Itis not my purpose to scold or malign, 
but I want to be heard as to the facts of the 

case, I know something of hard work, and 
Ihave known many reasonable and kind 
mistresses, but I know more who take us 
into their houses from the first as a neces- 
sary evil. Iask youto look honestly into 
your own hearts and say whether or not if 
any one looks upon you with sus- 
ao treats you as if you were a 
being of another order, perhaps with 
six fingers on your hand or twelve toes 
on your feet, and entirely without the 
common longings and temptations, or the 
feelings of themselves—if such a person 
takes you into her house, imperiously de- 
mands you to go or come as she wills, and 
expects constantly from you twice as much 
as you can do, would you take very kindly 
to her? Would you do unnecessary favors 
for her, and when she wished you to work 
almost every waking hour out of the 
twenty-four, would you consent willingly? 
Or would you be obstinate at times, or even 
sullen, and perhaps impudent? 

Mistresses of homes are no more fiends 
than we are, but with every opportunity 
for gaining wisdom they seem devoid of 
that good sense which, if we lack it, is

Itis said that there is nothing 
like a good beginning, and yet many 
women willinsultus from the very first. 
All delicacies they will keep under lock and 
key for fear we may steal; from fifty to 
500 times a day they will peer about

ing, even in the kitchen, after we 


have had a hard day’s work and are long- 
ing for a kindly word, and if we fail to get

A PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


The Job Printers of Omaha Trying to En- 
force the Kight-hour Law. 
(The Fraternity.] 

There is fun in Omaha, and the way it 
came about was this. Last winter the 
Nebraska Legislature passed a law de- 
claring thateight hours should consti- 
tute a day’s work in all branches of la- 
borexcept farming. The law was to be- 
come operative August 1. 

When that time came the proprietors 
of the printing offices endeavored to ad- 
just matters by making contracts with 
their mento work by the hour—eight 
hours a day for eight hours’ pay. But 
the men demanded eight hours’ work 
and ten hours’ pay, and here it was that 
the difficulty arose. The proprietors 
claimed that they could not do business 
at the advance—for it would have been 
equivalent to a 20 per cent. advance— 
and refused to accede to the demands 
ofthe men. Then the jaw-smith ap- 
peared upon the scene, and began to 
harangue the printers about the dignity 
and rights of labor, and the result was 
that the men were called out, ‘and the 
strike was on. 

Instead of yielding to the force thus 
brought to bear, the managers of the 
offices began to look for men to fill the 
places thus made vacant. Men were pro- 
cured from Kansas City, Leavenworth, 
Chicago and other places, and the work 
in the offices went on with but slight in- 
terruption. 

At this time the thug agg his entry 
upon the stage; anda party of: roughs 
attacked and beat two. non-union print- 
ers, injuring one of themseriously. By 
this act, the strikers forfeited all the 
sympathy which they had up to this time 
received from the citizens of Omaha. 

The proprietors have mutually agreed 
to ignore the Typographical Union here- 
after, and will attend to the manage- 
ment of their own affairs instead of 
having their employes regulate things. 

There were a number of Fraternity 
printers among those who took the 
places of the strikers, and we may ex- 
pect soon to add another city to the list 
of Fraternity towns.

Omaha Bee of August 9 tell the story of 
the situation: 

The striking job printers have forfeited 
public sympathy by resorting to violence. 

Ten large job printing-houses have 
banded together against the strikers, and 
this means that several cases are irretrieva- 
bly lost. 

e Typographical Union must declare 
itself. Does it or does it not approve of 
personal assaults by its members upon law- 
abiding citizens? 

Self-respecting citizens who earn honest 

livelihoods cannot be expected to negotiate 
with deadbeats, political drabs, blather- 
skites and anarchists. 
_ Those cowardly bullies who assailed two 
young men on the streets and brutally beat 
them into insensibility should be lodged in 
the penitentiary without delay, and the 
Typographical Union owes it to common 
decency to assist in the prosecution.

At 
any rate it is a good price, and the prop- 
erty is well worth the money. 


Quality of Pears. 
{Fruit Grower.] 

It should not be forgotten that wheth- 
er any one kind of pear is good or not 
depends as much on the treatmient it re- 
ceives from the grower as from its own 
efforts to be good, says Meehans’ 
Monthly. Ifa kind is inclined to bear 
large crops, the quality will be poor un- 
less some of the great number is thinned 
out. Again, if a tree which. usually 
bears fruit of a good quality gets a little 
sick, bringing on premature ripening, 
the’ fruit will be poor. Still again, 
those pears which ripen very soon after 
gathering are much ratieoe by being 
taken from the tree before quite ma- 
ture, while late ripening kinds like to 
stay onat long as possible. Some ripen 
better in a dark room, and others in full 
light. Innothing is skill more at home 
than in the proper ripening of pears. 

Clearing Off Stalks of Sweet Corn. | 
{American Cultivator.) 

“Where sweet corn is grown for mar, 
ket it will not pay to leave .the stalks 
standing to mature the small, late ears. 
Breaking off the earlier ears starts so 


many spores of the black corn fungus, | 


that if the stalks are left it would soon 


quite destroy their value. Cut. the 


stalks as soon asthe main crop is off. 
Stack them upin stacks during a week 
of hot, dry weather and they will do to 
stack witha little dry straw thrown. 
over the whole to keep out the rain.
